- CHIEF JUSTICE REFUSES . 

PETITION. —

Judgment was given in the 
Bankruptey Court on Saturday in o 
case Involving the procedure to be 
followed in cases where debtors in- 
volyed in bankruptcy ‘are in prison. 
The case arose out of an applica- 
tion for the release of two debtors 
made by Mr. BE. 8, C. Brooks. 

In the course’ of his judgment, 
Sir H. C. Gollan, Chief Justice, said 
that Mr. Brooks had informed the 
Court wheh}*he, made his applica- 
tion that wo debtors had been 
arrested th the execution of judg- 
ment and’ that he was not in a 
position to proceed with the appli- 
cation of a ‘receiving order. With- 
out producing any evidence as to 
the ‘nature gof the judgment on 
which the débtors had been arrest- 
ed and without having given to the 
Official Receiver or anybody else 
any notice of hia intention to do 
so, he had.asked the Court to make 
on order under the Bankruptcy Ore' 
dinance: for the discharge of the 
debtors from prison. 

His Lordship, after referring to 
various’ sections bearing on the 
point of law involved, sald that it 
was clear that a debtor was not en- 


titled .without qualification for his! 


release under. such circumstances. 
Otherwise it would’ mean such a 
debtor merely by. filing a petition 
and representing in Court that he 
was not reddy for going on with 
it could effect his release from pri- 
son without: giving the judgment 
creditor an opportunity to object 
or the Official Receiver the oppor- 
tunity of showing that a receiving 
order should not be made sgainst 
debtor because of insufficiency of 
assets. .

George Robey came back to Lon- 
don to-day’ from South Africa, 
bearing as emblems of his triumphs 
a battle-axe and .a parrot. The 
parrot he calls Rebecca, and she 
swears, at present, only in Portu- 
guese, . an 

“I kept her in my cabin," George 
told a.“Star” representative, “and 
she kept on murmuring things at 
me. I'll have to get an interpreter 
or teach her English. 

“The -battle-axe was a present 
from ricsha boys in. Durban. I 
used to go ont and talk to them and 
do funny things, and take thom to 
the Kafflr market and treat them to 
Kaffir beer—two quarts for 8d. 
Two per cent. alcohol, you know. 

“Result was that whenever I 
showed niyself there used to bea 
sort of free fight for the honour of 
carting me about, and it would 
finish up with me sitting proudly

OF EGMONT IN BRUSSELS.

The Palais d’Egmont was almost 
entirely destroyed by §re yester- 
day evening. The. palace was 
built in the Sixteenth Century and 
was the residence of the Counts 
whose name it bore, the-most cele- 
brated of whom, -Lamoral d'Eg- 
mont, wns beheaded with the 
Comte «de Hornes, -under the 
Spanish domination.

GOVERNMENT CONTRACT ‘NOT 
; TO BE RENEWED, 


The “Times.of Ceylon” of O 
ber 18 states:—* -” 4 Site 
With the extension of -the rall- 
way to Trincomalie and Batticaloa, 
the need for a steamship service to 
those ports which have hitherto 
been served. by the “Lady” boats of 
the Ceylon Steamship Company will 
soon cease to extst, and Government 
will not renew the contract. with 
that Company. when it expires at 
the end of the curfent year. Mi 
The carriage of-passengers and 
goods to these potts: was originally 
done by, the Goverment steamer 
sorvice, but.39 years ago the Cey- 
lon Steamship Company were given 
the contract at the sum’ of £6,000 
an year, Leaving Colombo the 
boats coasted northwards to Paum- 
ben, Jaffna, Kankesanturai, Point 
Pedro, and southwards to Trin- 
comalie, Batticaloa, Hambantota, 
Galle and back to Colombo. Once 
in six months they called at Minicoy 
and relieved the light service there. 
First Lady Boats. ‘ 
The “Lady Gordon" the first ‘boat 
of the Company. was Jaunched on 
June 28, 1888, and arrived in Cey- 
lon three months later to replace 
the old “Serendib” which. had been 
in the service of the: Government. 
Some time later a’ second: vessel 
was added, the “Lady Havelock” 
which did service till she was des- 


troyed in a cyclone off the shores} 


of the Eastern Province. She was 
replaced by the “Lady McCallum” 
but the service was reduced to one 
steamer during the Great War. . 

It will be recalled that the year 
1926 was ushered In in Ceylon with 
the disaster to the “Lady McCul- 
lum’ ‘off Kalmunal, resulting in the 
total loss of the steamer. The 
Company had in the meantime sold 
the “Lady Blake” to the B.LS.N. 
Company, and ‘with the loss of the 
“Lady McCallum” found itself 
without a steamer, It had there- 
fore to hire the “Lady Blake” in 
order to carry out the contract with 
the’ Government. which was made 
for periods of five years. 

- Reduction of. Service. 

The necesaity to reduce the ser- 
vice to one boat became evident 
when the railway to the North and 
the ‘Indo-Ceylon Railway | was 


opened. The Eyppgny, found itself 
carrying out eee at a loss 


‘and with the cofsdnt of the Govern- 
y was reduced to 
one vessel, When the contract ex- 
pired at the end of 1926 It was re 
newed for a period of ore year only 
and will consequently terminate a 
the end of the current year, and 
Goverpment has informed the Com- 
pany.of the fact-that there will be 
no further need for the continuance 
of the steamship service.

To them the 
appenrance of 4 steam-boat, right 
in front of “the Islund, is an excit- 
ing event, in spite of the fact that 
nenrly all the steambont traffic be- 
tween West ond East and Enst and 
Weat ‘passes Minicoy only a few 
miles away all the year long... 

“There are roughly $,000 in- 
mablbaatta: oh the Island, all of them 
Mohammedans except the twd ser- 
vants of ‘the Doctor, who are. Hin- 
dus, The “Ami,” who does not 
speuk English, is also the religious 
head of the population. They have 
nine-villages, each one governed by 


| a headman, all of whom acknow- 


ledge the “Ami” as their chief. 
The “Ami,” who is about 70 years 
old,” proved to be a handsame-look- 
ing'personaye. wearing a gold orna- 
mental cap .on hia head.

“Paxsing through the villages, we 


FH found several remnants of wrecked 


ships, especially iron parts, which 
: were utilised not only as receptacles 
\ for rain water, but also as roofing 
material for building purposes. 

“The only man in the Island who 
speaks English fluently is a physi- 
cian, who has been sent by . the 
Government of the Madras Presi- 
dency, of which. Minicoy has been 
for many years 3 part. 

“To a foreigner it seems rather 
peculiar, especially since the Basses 
-Light-houses are so near Ceylon, 
that while .Minicoy is governed 
from Madras,’ the Basses are ruled 
from Bombay, and both are: provid- 
ed with men and material - from’ 
Colombo, 

“Aa the Doctor told me, “most of 
‘the: illness at Minicoy:is really akin 
‘trouble (scurvy) .as the Islanders 
have not much choice in the mat-

Mr. Ronald MeNeill (Lord 
Cushenden) made, at Canterbury 
last night, his first speech since his 
promotion to the Cabinet, He said 
the most important duties of his 
new office would be in connection 
with the League of Nations. That 
would ‘involve a very heavy respon 
sibility, but on the other hand if 
it should enable him to contribute 
even in a fractional degree to 
banishing’ the menace of future war 
and making peace more: ‘durable and 
secure, that would be a work more 
useful, honourable and blessed than 
any other. he could imagine. 

That was the purpose of the 
“League of Nations. The League 


ihad already done great deal to pro- 


vide for maintenance of peace. It 
had, he believed, averted at least 
one conflict, which but for the 


|| League "would almost certainly -haye 
A} broken out, and it had made it more 


difficult «nd dangerous for any state 
to pursue a deliberately provoca- 
‘tive or aggressive policy against’ its 
neighbours. 

Much ' ‘more remained to be. done 
in the same direction, wut he firm- 
ly believed that if the operations of 
the Lengue were conducted with 
patience and prudence and in-a 
practical spirit, it would succeed as 
nothing else in the history of the 
world had yet sueceeded—he would 
not say in making’ war impossible, 
but in placing peace on § surer 
foundation than ever before. What 
an unspeakable relief that would 
be to mankind! Another war on 
a large scale would wipe out civili- 
sation, and it was therefore literal

Britain’s _Anxiety.

A severe warning to Germany 
is rontained In a memorandum by 
Mr. Parker ‘Gilbert, the Agent.
